CATS AS THEY FALL. 


THE 
HISTORY 
OF ZINC. 


Introduced 
Into 
Europe From India 


Under Severn I Names, 


Zinc \vn» Introduced Into Europe In 


tho seventeenth or eighteenth century 
by men from I ml In. 
It was known 


then nn cnloem, spinuter or tuttanego 
and wa.s tho same racial which the fa- 
mous alchemist, Andreas Lebaviug, de- 
scribed In 3000 and which he declared 
consisted of silver, cndmia, mercury 
and arsenic. 


Late In the sixteenth century keen 


competition was goinp on between the 
Portuguese nnd tho Dutch in the In- 
dian nens, nnd. n Portuguese ship hav- 
ing been captured by tho Dutch, her 
cargo of calaem or "Indian tin" found 
its way Into Europe. Nobody at that 
time know -what It was, and It wns a 
piece of this cargo that became the 
subject of analysis by Lebavius. 


Zinc, It seems, was first produced In 


India, but soon been roe un important 
industry in China. The first Chinese 
book which mentions zinc, calling It ya- 
yuen, according to the Engineering nud 
Mining Jouraiil. is the Tieukouggalou, 
or Technical Encyclopedia. China wns 
tho sole producer of zinc until the mid- 
dle of the eighteenth century, disre- 
garding a minute quantity of that met- 
al which wns occasionally obtained as 
n byproduct in tho lead furnaces of 
Goslnr in the Harz mountains.—New 
Tort Post 


They Gun Land on Their Feet No Mat- 


ter How THey Drop. 


It Is % comnaoa s&ying that if n cat 


Is dropped in any .way whatever it will 
always alight on Its feet. Since a man 
cannot lift himself by his boot straps 
or a boat cannot propel Itself. through 
the water except by pressing against 
the water In some way one may well 
wonder whether this is not one of the 
common sayings •which, are fallacious. 
Tho general principles Involved are of 
such interest that the question, -was 
taken up a few years ago for consider- 
ation at a session of a French scien- 
tific society.

knew the proper means of accomplish- 
ing It. But the distance he would, have 
to fall In order to have- time to turn 
over would be so great that he could 
have only an. academic interest in strik- 
ing on his feet rather than on his head, 
for the final result to him would be 
the same in cither case.—Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine.

Cookery 
points 


Sweet Piokl*d B«t». 


l.ay the beets In boiling water to 


loosen the skins. Bub these off with a 
coarse cloth and let the beets set per- 
fectly cold before cutting them. Tb«n 
slice with a sharp knife and pack Into 
stone Jars. 


To each quart of vinegar add a cap- 


ful of sugar and a tableepoonful of 
mixed whole epices— mace, stick cin- 
nnmon and allspice. 
Bring the vin- 


egar to a boil, stir in sugar and spices, 
boil, covered, for three minutes and 
pour, scalding hot, upon the sHced 
beets, filling the Jars to tbe top. Cov- 
er and set away in a darfc, cool plc.ce 
for three days. Then drain off the vin- 
egar carefully, so as not to break tbo 
beets, and scnld again "with the sptcee. 


Do this three times within ten days 


after tbe beets are r"t Into th* jars 
and set away for a month before uslnff 
them. They will'keep well. 


If you wish to pickle small yoang 


boots whole, boll, without peeling1, tot 
five minutes after the boiling b«glns; 
let them get cold, rub off the skin, put 
Into the Jars and proceed u witix tn« 
sliced beets. 


Sweet Pickfod Cucumbers 


Select cucumbers of uniform size an3 


not tO'». large. The small cucumbers 
make the best and prettiest pickles. 
Reject all that are not perfect Pack 
in a stoue jar, laying salt by tb« hand- 
ful between the layers. Cover the top 
layer out of sight with salt, then flll 
the jar with cold -water and cover with 
a small saucer or plate of the right 
size to fit within the mouth of the jat 
nnd lay a clean stone upon the plate. 
This is to keep the cucumbers under 
the brine. 
Leave them there for a 


fortnight at least A month would, npt 
hurt •them. Every otter day stir up 
the brine from the bottom. It should 
be strong enough to float a fresh egg if 
dropped into It. 


You may add fresh cucumbers from 


the garden every day If more con- 
venient than to put up all at once. 
When- you are ready to put them 
through the last processes throw away 
the brine and examine tbe cucumbers 
carefully. If you find one that la peck- 
ed or soft do not let it go Into the 
pickle. 
Lay those selected In cold 


fresh water and leave them there for 
twenty-four hours. Drain off the wa- 
ter, fill the jar with fresh water and 
leave for another day and night. 


Now line a preserving kettle with 


vino loaves (preen and clean) anfi pack 
In the cucumbers, scattering a tea- 
spoonful of powdered alum over each 
layer. Cover with three -thicknesses of 
vine leaves and poor In. cold -water 
enough to cover all. C&v-isr the whole 
with a close lid and simmer over a 
slow fire for four hours, not letting It 
boll once In all that time, but keeping 
the contents scalding hot. 


Frnlt 


Put a pint packet of orange jelly 


into a basin and cover It with the re- 
quired quantity of hot water, stirring 
It until it has melted. Then add a 
glassful of sherry and put It away to 
get cool. Pnsa sufficient ste*w«d apri- 
cots through a sieve to produce half a 
pint of pulp (or any other soft fruit 
would do equally weU) and leave In 
readiness to be added to the eponge. 
"When the jelly is coM, but not set, 
whisk It patteotly until It Is quite 
frothy. Then stir in lightly tho-whites 
of three eggs, beaten to a firm froth, 
nnd the fruit pulp and continue to 
•whisk the jelly until it "begins to get 
spongy, when it should be turned into 
a china mold. 
The sponge can be 


turned out after a few hours nnd may 
be garnished with some of the same 
kind of fruit as that nsed to flavor It. 


Stuffed Ham, 


Select n freshly cured ham and have 


bone removed. Fill cavity with stuffing 
made of breadcrumbs, tie up securely 
and inclose ham In, a paste of flour and 
water to kfrep juice from escaping. Tie 
In a pudding bog or c!oth, have ready a 
pot of boiling water nnd let ham boil 
slowly about two hours. When boiled 
sufficiently remove the crust, pare skin 
off carefully so as not to injure the 
shape of the ham, put ic In a roasting 
pan, sprinkle with breadcrumbs and 
set in a moderate oven to roast, 


Pench Betty. 


Chop fine two cupfula of not too ripe 


peaches. 
Butter a baking dish and 


place on it a layer of peaches, sprln- 
tUng with cinnamon, sugar and but- 
ler, 
Plnce on this a layer of the 


crumbs, alternating with the peaches 
until tho dish is three-quarters full, 
leaving breadcrumbs on the top. Add 
no -water, but cover tight and. steam 
three-quarters of an hour In moderato 
oven. Remove, cover and brown quick- 
ly. Serve with milk or saucw. 


ChlffonacU Dressing. 


This is extremely good to serve on 


lettuce, romaiue or any green salad. 
Into a glass jur put one hard boiled 
egg finely chopped, a teaspoonfnl of 
finely cut chives, a. teaspoonful each of 
chopped red and green peppers, a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a fourth of a teaspoon- 
ful of paprika and an eighth of a tea- 
apoonfnl of pepper, hnlf a cupful of 
olive oil, three tablespoonfuls of vine- 
gar and a tenspoonful of tarragon vine- 
gar. Allow it to become very cold and 
just before serving shake the contents 
of the jar thoroughly.
